The Tax Bill Passed. 

Tho Bill to irnposo a tux on real and 
porrionnl property in tho Province passod 
a second readiDg yestorday by a vote of 
15 to 9, being a majority of in a House 
of 25. Tho Opposition criticised tho Bill, 
but it is worthy of remark that not one of 
tho spenkers on tho left seemed able to 
suggest a method of overcoming tho defl- 
oit. Tho loadorof tho Opposition, who 
had himself been a party to tho prepara- 
tion of tho Tax Bill Mr. McCreight in- 
tended to bring down in 1873, was very 
Trishywashy in his reply to tho Premier. 
But, no doubt, feared the taunts <>i tho 
House should bo oppose the measure vio- 
lontly, and so contented himself with tho 
Englishman's prerogative of "a growl" 
which hurt no ono. Tho bill is a good 
one, and with tho slight amendments 
made in Committee will givo satisfaction 
to tho country. Wo shall review the 
Bpeeehos on this important measure to- 
morrow. 

The School Act. 

The Premier lias laid beforo the 
House the proposed amcudmeuts to 
the School Act. From these amend- 
ments wo seo that tho time of holding 
tho annual meeting in each school dis- 
trict is changed to tho last week in 
June, bo that but ono report each year 
■will be nocessary, which after adoption 
at a public meeting may bo transiuited 
to tho education oilice. Tho school 
ago is changed from 5 to G years, on 
recommendation of a majority of the 
Board of Education. Tho school age 
in Ontario is 5 to 21; Quebec, 5 to l(i; 
New Brunswick, 5 to 1G; 21 of the 
"United States and Territories, 5 to 21; 

10 ditto, ditto, 4 to 21; Victoria, Aus- 
tralia, 5 to 15; South Australia, 5 tu 
14; Great Britain, 5 to 13. High 
Schools are placed under tho Board 
of Education, being Provincial in their 
character. Provision is made for teach • 
era in training at Hiph School acting 
as assistants in the public schools so 
as to acquire a practical knowledge of 
the work. Authority should be vested 
in the Board of Education to close es- 
tablished schools whure the attendance 
does not warrant their coutinuance. 
The compulsory clauses of the Onta- 
rio Act aro engrafted on the new Bill, 
the English compulsory clauses being 
found inoperative, as Trustees would 
not take tho initiative in passing By- 
laws. In Section 45 of the new Bill 
power is given the Governor-in-Coun 

011 to pay a salary not exceeding $500 
to tho Sec. -Treasurer of Trustee Boards. 
A great deal of labor is performed by 
this officer, and it is scarcely fair to use 
his services without remuneration. 



Publicity. 

Tho fear of publicity being given to 
their shortcomings frequently deters 
porsons about to break tho law from 
the commission of oilences. Discon- 
tinue the publication of reports of 
ODurt proceedings and the law would 
bo robbed of one-half its terrors. No- 
thing so tills a man not entirely lost 
to a sen30 of shamo with dread as the 
knowledge that if detected his crimo 
will ho blazouod forth to the Province 
by the Press. He might submit to 
punishment when hi.-; disgrace would 
bo known only to a few; but his mind 
shrinks from having his name 
on evory lip uud his act tho theme of 
every conversation. Of lato years tho 
practico has grown up in tho Press of 
Victoria of suppressing tho names of 
favorod persons who have been con- 
victed of minor offences beforo tho 
PpHpo Magistrate. In nearly every 
case where tho name has boon sup- 
pressed tho offending party has been 
pretty liberally endowed with this 
world's goods, while tho poor devil 
without a cent to bless himself with 
has his name paraded through tho 
Polico Court reports and tho virtuous 
indignation of tho reporters is expres- 
sed aR they describe the character of 
tho offence. Wo aro as guilty of this 
sin of omission as our contempor- 
ary; but we propose to take a now de- 
parture from this out and publish tho 
names of all persons convicted of of- 
fences against the law (except drunk- 
onnoss) in any of tho Courts hold in 
this city. Fair warning is now given. 
Wo start oven with our readers. Of- 
fenders cannot longer oscapo public 
exposure and censure because they 
have a friend "who knows the editor." 
If mon aro prompted to do wrong they 
will now understand that in addition to 
the ponalty inllictod by the Court they 
■will have to run tho gauntlot of pub- 
lic- opinion.

LAST MIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

UTAH. 

Omaha, May 4. — Recent arrivals 
from Cusfcar City say great scarcity of 
food exists throughout the Hills. 

On tho 10th of April a party of In- 
dians came within 100 yards of Custer 
City and ran off 20 head of hoisos. 

The Emperor of Brazil arrived to- 
day and went directly East. 

Dr. Penderry of this city has return- 
ed from tho Black Hills, where ho has 
been during tho pust three months. 
He reports tho road from Custar City 
to Fort Laramie strewn with wagons, 
the owners having fled, been killed, or 
captured by Indians. During his trip 
from Custar to Cheyenne he dressed 
tho wounds of 12 men who had been 
wounded by Indians. It is dangerous 
for small parties to tako the trip. At 
Red Cauon, where H. E. Brown was 
killed recently, a few Indians can 
hold out against great odds, as they 
secret themselves in tho rocks and 
shoot down. 



EASTERN STATES. 

New Youk, May 4. — Tho 'Herald' 
says the divers have recovered another 
sum of §5,000 in gold from the wreck 
of tho Schiller, making an aggregate 
of 5200,000 saved out of tho $360,000 
shipped on the vessel. 

A summons was sent out yesterday 
for Mrs. OH. Marsh, but the Marshal 
was unable to find that lady and le- 
turned tho summons 'non est.' 

Cuicaoo, May 4. — The "Tribune's" 
St. Paul special from Fort Lincoln 
says tho column to co-operate with 
Gibbons' and Crooks, commands from 
Forts Ellis and Laramie will start next 
week. Custar is expected hero on Fri- 
day and will go forward to complete 
the preparations which Major lteno 
has been chargod with during his ab 
so nee. 

New York, May i. — Gold "losed r*t

New Youk, May 4. — The "World'b" 
Washington special says the main ar- 
gument in the impeachment trial as to 
the question of jurisdiction comes up 
to-morrow anil will at least continue 
through Friday as both sides expect to 
occupy six hours. To-night the man- 
agers are fully confident of their abili- 
ty to convince tho Senate that it has 
jurisdiction in the premises. Iu the 
various researches they have discover- 
ed much stronger authority in support 
of their position than they expected. 

Washington, May 4. — Tho Senate 
Committee on Territories to day heard 
arguments from Mitchell, iu advocacy 
of his bill to annex Alaska to Wash 
ington Territory as a county. Prof. 
Elliott, late special agent of tho Trea 
Bury department in Alaska, was then 
heard in opposition to the bill, which 
he condemned as wholly unnecessary. 

Havana, May 4. — The capture of 
Matamoras by l)iaz is not considered im- 
portant. The '/'wo Republics newspaper 
cava that while the interior states remain 
faithful the movement of Diaz will have 
no influence, on tho revolution. 

There ure strong signs of tho dissolu- 
tion of the government, and its best gen- 
erals are dissatisfied with tho campa gn. 
As it has thus far been a failure the Min- 
ister of War blames the President for 
meddling with military affairs. Money 
is scarce and provisions rising. 

The prisoners in the castle- of San Juan 
do Ulloa, Vera Cruz, revolted on the 
night of April 17th. Tne small garrison 
whs nearly overpowered, but the revolt 
was finally subdued and ten of its leaders 
shot. 



THE CHINESE EVIX,.

The worst feature of tho question 
is that the very men who havo becomo 
lich from tho labor and industry of their 
white brothers arc the portion who pivo 
tho greatest encouragement to tho Chi- 
nese helot. Thore is one remedy and a 
lawful one, too. that might do something 
to teach this hitter class a wholesale les- 
son, and that a for tho white population 
of this Province to form a league and 
bind themselves together uot to purchase 
work or enter into business relations with 
persons employing Chinamen either as 
domestics or laborers. TlMoB.

SECOND PROVINCIAL LEGIS- 
LATIVE ASSEMBLY. 



FIRST SESSION. 



Friday, May Bth, 1876. 
Mr. Speaker took tho Chair at '2 o'oloek 
p.m. 

PETITIONS. 

Mr. Beaven presented a petition from tho 
Mayor and Couueil of Victoria praying for 
tho transfer of a parcel of land at Ogden 
Point to the city. Uu motion, ordered 
printed. 

BOUNDARY PENCE HILL. 

Tho report on tins bill was adopted, tho 
lull road a third time and finally passed. 

POWER OF ATTORNEY. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott moved the second 
reading of this bill, which amends the ono 
passed last session disallowed but by tho 
following clause: 

Section Beven of tho "Power of Attorney 
Act, 1875," is hereby amended by striking 
out the last lino of the said section and 
substituting in lien thereof the words 
"any term not exceeding eighteen months.' 

Tho bill was committed, Mr. Morrison 
in the chair, and the clause passed with- 
out amendment. 

PROPERTY TAX HILL. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott moved the second 
reading of the Property Tax Bill. Hi) 
had three days ago given ample reasons 
for the introduction of tho bill and ho 
would not now dilate on it. 

Mr. Beaven would not allow tho bill 
to "go by default." He objected to tho 
double taxation of property in munici- 
palities nnd would have liked t ) have seen 
it omitted. The bill was really a resur- 
rection of one prepared by Mr. McCreight, 
but it had never see.i the light of day and 
he objected to it not only en this ground 
but because it was a copy of the Ontario 
Aot. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott— Is it any the worso 
for that ? 

Mr. Beaven— No; I do not know that it 
is; but tho country requires an artificial 
stimulus, (laughter), which had boon 
very successfully inaugurated by the De- 
Cosmos Government. (Derisive laugh- 
ter). He was sorry that that policy had 
boon set aside and bolieved the hill before 
the House would act very oppressively 
with regard to merchants; he argued, that 
if that class who were to be taxed on their 
book-debts -were to try to reduce their 
debts by telling the fanners of the couu- 
try to pay up, the country would be 
ruined. The taxation of money, too, was 
all moonshine, as no bank officer dare say 
who had a money deposit. The system of 
taxing the municipal real estate of Vic- 
toria was not fair, inasmuch us it now 
paid a tax of one per cent, towards im- 
provements. 

Mr. Elliott — Hear hear. Tho real es- 
tate is municipal and so are tho improve- 
ments. 

Mr. Beaven — Tho bill is ono to transfer 
taxation from the middle and upper 
country which ought to pay taxes, to tho 
lower, already taxed. Tho tax will bar- 
russ the people without deriving any con- 
siderable revenue, and the condition of 
the country does not demand any sort of 
taxation. Tho exemption of income is 
bad. 

i Hon. Mr. Elliott— The incomes are not 
exempted. 

Mr. Walkem denounced the Premier 
for not having stated tho actual revenue 
to bo derived and regretted that tho 
House had been asked to vote in tho dark. 
Ho did not agreo with Mr. Beaven, that 
because the bill was a transcript of tho 
Ontario Act that it was necessarily bad, 
but the House should know what revenue 
tho bill would raise. It had been his in 
tsntion to havo allowed the bill to pass 
without opposition, merely with the view 
of seeing how many hon. members would 
allow it to go through in tho dark 
Tho bill was entirely opposed to the 
principles of tho late Go eminent on 
which ttioy had stood and fallen, and he 
would re-aaaert that the true principle to 
pursue was to borrow and open up the 
country as much as possible. Tho credit 
had been good and there should bo no 
difficulty in borrowing on favorable terms; 
but ho regretted no efforts to pursue n 
sound policy had been taken, and that an 
oppressive system of taxation bad boon 
resorted to. Whilst admitting that thero 
had been extra vaganco in the country 
("Hear, hear," from Mr. Elliott.) ho 
would vote against the bill if only for tho 
reason that the lion. Premier had neglect- 
ed to give tho House desirable informa- 
tion on the question of derivable revenue. 

Mr. Fisher said that tho speech of the 
hon. member who had just sat down -Han 
one of repudiation, and he would re- 
mind him that profession was not princi- 
ple. It had been generally admitted that 
tho policy of tho present Government in 
tho only sound policy for tho country at 
the present moment, and he would aHs^rt 
that in countries where taxation ceased 
repudiation commenced and repudiation 
meant stagnation. He pointed out that 
the late Government had exceeded their 
authority in borrowing money at a rato of 
7 or 8 por cent, and now camo before tho 
House and asserted that money could bo 
borrowed at 5 per cent. : tho expenditure 
in tlia country had for several years boon 
twico the income; extravagance and reck- 
lessness had been followed, and unless 
taxoa wore imposed repudiation must re- 
sult and as a portion of Canada it would 
ill become tho Province to soil her honor. 
(Prolonged cheering.) 

Mr. Douglas was opposed to tho bill. 
It would create great discontent. Taxa- 
tion was bad in principle and ho was sure 
tho Government could bo carried on on 
iti legitimate rovenno. In Crown col- 
pny timos tho Government was carried ou 



for 825,000 por annum, nnd it ought not 
to cost more now. 

Mr. Ash opposed tho bill because tho 
estimates had not. been broughtdown first 
and because ministers had not issued a 
full financial statement of tho country, 
He held that no member should recognize 
the position taken by tho Government, 
but ho felt that tho matter was cut an' 
dried. (Grder! Order!) The tax would 
bear most oppressively on many cloasos 
and would prove more onerous man a war 
tax of a shilling in tho pound (laughter) 
only leviod in times of great necessity. 
He suggested that economy ho observed 
by tho Governmont and ho did not as yot 
know whothor the Premier intended to 
draw the salaries accruing to tho dual 
pot-it ion of Attorney General and Provin 
eiul Secretary. Ho brliovcd promises of 
all sorts had boon mado hon. mombors 
and that tho bill in spito of protest would 
pnss. 

Mr. Williams opposed the moasuro bo 
cause it had been brought down previous 
to tho estimates, and becatl-io the lion 
Premier had not quoted figures to show 
that tho tax was necessary. 

Mr. Davio opposed tho Bill on tho 
ground that a road toll that boro heavily 
on his constituents had just boon passod, 
and tho necessity of tho tax had not been 
shown. He defended the action of tho 
action of the present Government in ask- 
ing money from Canada, but they had not 
shown that they had mado any effort to 
borrow money elsewhere. The scheme 
was experimental. It was difficult to tell 
how much monoy would bo dorivod from 
it. A scheme of taxation that would an- 
swer in another country would not do 
hero. Ho was opposed to the double tax- 
ation of municipalities. 

Mr. Brydon opposed the Bill as it was 
an entering wedge for heavy taxation. Tho 
principle was bad and the timo for intro- 
ducing it illehosoo. Business was de- 
pressed and this tax would have the effect 
of paralyzing industry and enterprise. It 
was proposed to assess shares of corpora 
tions, while tho monoy that those shares 
represented had been invested in the 
mines which wero also to be taxed. 

Capt. Evans said tho principle of the 
Bill was bad. Ho approved of tho sys- 
tem of borrowing money at a low rate of 
interest, Tho late Governmont wore 
driven into a corner by an unpincipled 
Ministry. Ho ha 1 understood that his 
district was to bo largely exempted from 
the operation of this Bill. Ho did not 
aeo those exemptions, Mines wero not 
exempted; but gold was. Nothing was 
said about claims or machinery boing ex- 
empted. Cariboo district was not fairly 
treated by the measure and tho promise 
mado was not kept. Shyloeks wero ex- 
empted.! Money-lenders holding water 
debentures wore exempted. (Hon. Mr. 
Elliott— No.) Then I don't know what I 
see betoro me. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott— You haven't read tho 
Bill. 

Mr. Pimbnry said no ono objoctsd 
more than ho did to taxation; hut after 
hearing remarks from tho gentlemen who 
lately oooupied tho Treasury benches he 
was satisfied that thoir financial scheme 
had faded. Through their misconduct 
ttio annual revenue of the Province had 
been reduced $15,000 or $10,000, and if 
they had gone on much longer we should 
have had no revenue at all (cheers). Tho 
late Government were not justified in go 
ing to the expenditure they did, and thoy 
ought to bo found assisting the present 
Government to maintain the honor and 
integrity of the country instead of ham 
pering their successors (cheers). 

Dr. Tolmio said the first gentleman who 
addressed the House in opposition to the 
Bill raid; that tho MoCroiglit Govern- 
ment had proposed to introduce a tn 
measure; but ho did not siy whv Mr. 
McCreight was turned out of office I hoar) . 
Perhaps he (Mr. Walkem) could toll. 
Tho senior momher for Victoria City had 
found fault with the Bill because it was a 
oopy of an Ontario Statute. Ah if no- 
thing good cojld come from Ontario — 
and ho an Ontarian (laughter). He (Dr. 
i'oimie) had been a great deal uhout the 
country and had only heard onofirtnor 
object to taxation. Tho hon. frentlemau 
had objected to tho taxation of money in 
savings banks and had predicted that the 
money now on deposit would bo taken 
away. But where could it bo taken 
and avoid taxation ? Tho best countries 
taxed wealth. Economy was required in 
expenditure and taxation won 1,1 cause 
people to look sharply into the mannor in 
which their money was spent. Canada 
had raised the embargo on the subsidies 
since tue idea of taxation had boon 
broached by this Government. The House 
was told by tho ex-Premier that monoy 
should bo borrowed at 5 per cent. Why 
didn't ho borrow it at that rate instead of 
at 7 anil 8 per cent, ami a heavy penalty 
attaehod in cano of default? (Cheers.) 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys— Aud a commis- 
sion, too, (laughter) . 

Dr. Tolmie then roferrod to tho Edgar 
negotiations and tho conduct of our Gov- 
ernment, stiting that tho history of that 
affiir would bo found ou tho first page of 
The Colonist of to day in Mr Do .vdney's 
speech. Reference had been mado to the 
Cnitod States and tho taxation there, but 
Americans know tho debt must bo paitl 
and the Government must be supported, 
and although they wore heavily taxed did 
not grumble. Tho taxation would fall 
heavily on Victoria City, but that could 
not be helped at proKont Tho policy of 
tho present ^Government was awisoand 
enlightened one, aud as long as their pol- 
icy was such they would retain power 
(onoors). He scouted the idea that Cari- 
boo would bo overtaxed and said, in an- 
swer to Mr. Bryden, that tho Bill was ne- 
cessarily experimental. After announc- 
ing his adherence to tho Bill, the hon. 
gentleman sat down amid loud obeers, 

Mr. Armstrong warmly opposed tho 
Bill, defended the policy of the late Gov- 
ernment, and contended that the country 
was only 3 150,000 in debt. [Oh !J 

Mr. Smith said he had always favored 
a property-tax. He had asked tho late 
government year after year to bring down 
a bill for that purpose. He was elected 
to support this tax. His colleagues wero 
similarly pledged. 

Mr. Beaven — There's nothing to tax up 
thoro. 

Mr. Smith— Nothing to tax tip thero! 
If you just took a turn through my con- 
stituency you'd learn something of tho 
country you triod to govorn (cheers). Wo 
have tho fiuostland r»nd tho finest country 
on God's earth — only keep tho Chinese 
out (laughter). Nothing to tax! You 
remind mo of a little incident. An I was 
crossing tho bridge the other day I mot 
an old gentleman who said, "Mr. Smith, 
you've got nothing to tax, and won't bo 
caught by it." " Well," I said, "I bav'nt 
got much, it is truo. How much havo you 
got?" "Thirty or forty thousand dol- 
lars," said ho. "And you don't want to 
j b» toxod/'ftskud I. "No," he »*id."Then," 



said I, "just pas* your $20,000 or 830,000 
over ti Bob iSmith and you'll escape taxa- 
tion altogether," [Cheers and uproarious 
lauirhter.] 

Mr. Smitho said that thrco years ago he 
voted aqainst tho McCreight Govornmont 
because ho thought tho country was not 
prepared for taxation. He had oftou re- 
gretted that vote, because he believed 
that it wa* better to endure a light tax 
than to be stcepol to our eyes in debt 
(cheers). He was then of opinion that 
tho rovenuo was largo enough to moot our 
liabilities. But instead of tho expenses 
of government having been ourtailod thoy 
had boon increased until evoryono in tho 
House knew that tho ordinary rovenuo 
■did not meet the necoapary oxponditnro. 
When tho hon. loador of th» Opposition 
said that the expenses ought to bo cur- 
tailed he (Mr. Smitho) could not help fool- 
ing sorry that that hon. member when iu 
oilieo had not sot tho oxamplo (hear) . The 
revenue was insufficient and the country 
was in debt. Thero wero two ways to got 
out — by taxation or by borrowing mora 
monoy. To borrow would bo to stavo off 
tho evil day. So there should bo a light 
tax now to avoid a heavy tax in tho fu- 
ture. Mr. Walkem had said the crodit of 
the country was good. Ho (Mr. Smitho) 
contended tho public orodit was bad — at 
least, it was when tiie late Ministry wore 
in power (hear). Tho senior mombor for 
Victoria had said it ouly required braius 
to raise money. 

Mr. Armstrong said tho hon. gontle- 
miin was out of order. 

Mr. Spoaker decided that tho point was 
not well taken. 

Mr. Smitho said it had boon shown that 
tho ex Minist rs did not possess brains, 
bocause they had to employ an outsider 
to rai-o a loan of ;s3().0\)0 for them on 
commission with 833.000 worth of securi- 
ty in the hands of the louder (ehoers.) If 
tho hon. gentlemen in opposition to this 
Bill would produce a feasible scheme by 
which money might lie raised without 
taxation he would not favor this moasuro. 
But they had not produced ono and their 
policy rendered taxation neceasury. Ho 
showed that ttie minor in Cariboo would 
havo to pay only ono cent on overy )i of 
a ton of goods he consumed. Anothor 
objection madewas that the Bill was 
taken from an Ontario Statuto. Tho 
senior member for Victoria ridicul- 
ed the Bill because it was drawn from an 
Ontario Statute. The only argumont that 
he (.Mr. Beaven) had over adduced in 
favor of his bills was that thoy woro co- 
pies of Ontario St itute., [hoar, hoar.) An 
acreage tax wa<inequitable beoauso under 
it a :uau with an acre of land worth SI 
paid as much as a man with an aero worth 
31000. Tho road-tax, he was glad to know, 
would be repealed. He was sorry this 
Bill was n 'cess iry. If it could possibly 
be done without ha would havo votcid 
against it. But tho extravagance of tho 
late Government h id rendered the moa- 
suro necessary, (cheers). 

Mr. Cbillagiier believed a property tax 
an equitable method of raiding a rov;>nue, 
but lie was afraid this Bill would boar 
heavily on consumers who had other tixes 
to pay. He was not opposed to tho prin- 
ciple of the Bill, (hoir, hoar.) 

Hon. Mr. Elliott was sure that anything 
ho might say would not havo tho slightest 
effect in changing the minds of Ihoso hon. 
mombors who hid coino into tho House 
pledged to vote against the Bill (hear, 
hear.) Prom the remarks of one of the 
hon. members for Cariboo ho was sure he 
had never read the Bill (laughter.) Ho 
had given his reasons f.»r introducing a 
system of taxation when moving tho so 
eond routing of tho Tax Bill that had al 
ready boon pas-el. After ridiculing the 
objo ;ti ,n of Mr. B laven to tho Bdl bo- 
nus • it had boon drawn from an Ontario 
S'atute th « hon Premier referred to the 
di-pute between the present and lata Fi- 
nance Ministers as to the amount of in- 
debtedness, and invited tho latter gentle- 
man to apply for a committee to roport on 
tho fiuanc -s o f the country. Tho ex- 
Finance Minister was very confided that 
the Province was only §150,000 in debt, 
md he (Mr. Elliott) began to have hopes 
that there would yet bo found a secret 
drawer in the Treasury vault in which the 
8500,000 dofieit wonll bo found safely 
stowed uway (laughter.) 

Mr. Armstrong called the Premier to 
order. Ho (Mr. A.) had boon called to 
order and if ho was out of order thon tho 
Premier was now. It had got to bo 
stopped. ("Oh," and "Chair.") 

Hon. Mr. El iott hoped there would bo 
no bullying attempted, hat it was evi- 
dent that the hm. gentleman did not want 
to hear tho truth. 

Mr. Armstrong (excitedly, and shaking 
head, arms, le^s and body violoutly) — If 
I'd havo mado any such reflections I'd 
havo been called to order long ago. 

Mr. Mara protested agwnst tiio attack 
on Mr. Speaker and Mr. Armstrong sat 
down. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott continued that tho 
hon. senior member for Cariboo had 
given the House a lerason in political 
economy, c>mpiring the Province to a 
young in in commencing life by getting 
i u to debt wi'houl showing them how ho 
got out of it (Liughter). Tho govern- 
ment wore t ->)d to borrow money. When 
tho Province already owed 8500,000, who 
would loud it a sufficient sum to discharge 
its indebtedness ? (Hear). Tho next re- 
ferred to the attitude of Messrs. Beaven 
and Douglas, who had advocated tho 
rood tolls, wlnoh were said to offoct lha 
miner, and opposed this Bill because it 
affected other classes. Tho junior mem- 
ber for Cariboo said that soma one 
had 8100,000 invested in municipal bonds 
who would be exempted from taxation by 
this Bill. This was entirely erroneous. In 
the Ontario Act Municipality bonds woro 
exempted from taxation. The Ministry 
had struck bonds of thai class from the lir.t 
o/ exemptions. (Cheers) . 

Mr. Walkem explained that ho had 
blamed tho Govornmont for not slating 
how much revenue they required boforo 
bringing down this Bill. 

Tho voto was then taken and tho Bill 
read a second timo —15 to 9— amids voci- 
ferous cheers. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys called for tho 
names, which wore as under:

Bill wus xeorded amidst tho wildest 
cheers from galleries and House. 

House wont into Committeo on tho 
Bill, Mr. Bryden in the Chair. 

Ou clause 4, Capt. Evans said that 
Cariboo mining property was promised 
exemption from the operations of this 
Bill. 

Mr. Elliott said that clauso 21 provided 
for that. 

Tho section was passod with slight 
amendment. 

Mr. Davie a«ked if the shares wero to 
bo taxed as well us mines ? If so, it would 
bo doublo taxation. 

Mr. Mara thought tho objoction a good 
one. Ho also objected to the taxation of 
book debts. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys— Strike that cut 
and thon you will tat all debts, good aud 
bad. 

Mr. Fisher said that hothonghtit much 
fairer to tax a dobt which would naturally 
bo incurred with the idea that it was a 
good debt, than to tax a parcel of unsold 
and possibly unmarketable goods left on a 
poor merchants hands. 

Mr. Smitho s lid ho thought it unfair to 
tax tho funds of an incorporated company 
and tax the property or goods acquired by 
such funds ns well. Ho would suggest 
that tho words "shares in incorporated 
companies" be struck out. 

Mr. Evans would like to soe tho "Shy- 
locks" caught; those men who wero lend- 
ing money at a high rates of interest. Ho 
would suggest that the word "bonds" be 
inserted in tho clause. 

Mr. Fisher would like to amend tho 
clause so that it would operate to tax only 
those shares of a company whose invested 
capital is not otherwise taxed under the 
Act. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys pointed out that 
a company might raise a subscribed capi- 
tal of $100,000 but only invest one half or 
a quarter of that sum. Consequently if 
the amendment suggested were passed tho 
reserved capital would escape taxation. 

After considerable di.vu-sinn the 
clause was amended in accordance with 
Mr. Fishers suggestion. 

Mr. Walkem moved to include munici- 
pal debentures on securities. 

Mr. Mara could not seo why all deben- 
tures either governmental or municipal 
should not bo included. 

Mr. Walkem — Certainly thoy should. 

Tho clause was amended accordingly 
snd passed. 

Clauses 6 and 7 passed. 

A long list of exemptions enbraeed 
under clause 8 was assented to. 



AFTER BE CESS. 

Discussion of the Tax Bill w. s resumed 
in Commit too at clause 8. 

Mr. Davie moved to exempt all pensions 
drawn from the Imperial, Dominion or 
Provincial treasury. 

Dr. Ash opposeil tho motion. He be- 
lieved that tho pensioners here were quite 
able to pay; their incomes were certain 
and the pensions ns a rule had boon given 
as consideration by Canada for Confedera- 
tion. It was very desirable to tax them. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said tho clause as it 
stood proposed to exempt all pensions 
less than 81500 per annum. 

Dr. Tolmio .--aid it was rather hard to 
doter pensioners from coming bore to live 
by taxing his; income. 

Mr. Fisher did not agreo with him, but 
thought it was harder for the poor fellow 
who had no pension at all to pay tlio tax. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Mara said that if pensioners from 
England were to be taxed those from the 
Dominion and Provinces should bo too. 
He was opposed to the principle of taxing 
any of thorn aud would Into to see all 
exempted. 

After discussion the amendment was 
carried. 

Exemption No. 13 exempts tho income 
of all porsons not larger than $1500 per 
year. 

Dr. Ash hoped the Government would 
abandon the idea of imposing an income 
tax; it would take at the proposed rate in- 
comes amounting to 81,750,000 to pay tiie 
salary of ono Minister. It would* be a 
most voxutious tax aud be difficult to col- 
lect. 

Mr. Walkem said the tix would lie most 
unpopular. No man lilted to be asked 
what his incomo is, what it cost him to 
live, how ho kept his wife or other seareh- 
ing questions of a like nature. Ho believ- 
ed in Ontario thu income tax had been 
abolished. It was a distasteful guago of 
credit and it was not fair to ask u man to 
expose his profit and loss account. 

Mr. Fisher so id the lust speaker appear- 
ed to monopolize the tine foldings of hu- 
manity (laughter.) Ho (Mr.F.) admitted 
the difficulty of collecting tho tax, but re- 
garded tho special pleading of .Mr. Wal- 
kem and other gentlemen opposite as 
merely meant to roach certain panics out- 
side tho Houso and to enable an 
evasion of tho question. 

Mr. Evans said that it. was a pit}' the 
exposure of private affairs could not be 
avoided, but the tux wus very light. It 
had been bis lot to pay as much as one 
thirty-fourth of his whole income in Eng- 
land for incomo tux. The propo-od part 
only amounted 'o one five-hundredth p.irt. 

Mr. Walkem would if the tax were 
pressed object to any exemptions from it. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said that if they had 
pot introduced tho clause, hon. g m- 
tlemen would havo attacked the Govern- 
ment for tho omission, (hear hour), nnd 
would havo said 'why don't you tix 
yoursolves"? Tho trador would not tix 
this tax nt all, nor tho merchant, and it 
was particularly inserted to operate on a 
cortoin class who paid scarcely any other 
tuxes. 

Mr. Walkem said tint being the case a 
man could purchase an interest iu a piece 
of land and because he paid a reel estate 
tax on it he escaped tho payment of incom • 
tax. Ho (Mr. W.) would ask the Gov- 
ernment why a Dominion official should 
be allowed to escape or any ei ther person 
with a steady income deriving the benefits 
of tho laws of tho country at the expense 
of his neighbor. 

Mr. Smith thought the tax very liyiht 
and almost insignificant. He would like 
to boo tho tax ruisi .1 to \\ of one per cont. 
or dropped from the bill altogether. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott would very willingly 
accede to Mr. Walkem's request and 
striko out tho clause exempting iho sal- 
aries of Domiuion officials; it hut been 
inserted with reluct inco and bo removed 
it with pleasure. Ho would like to have 
the expression of the House on the incomo 
tax question; he know that it would derive 
a very small revenue nnd tho objections 
to T wero many. 

After further discussion the exemption 
of every inc imo when under fifteon hun- 
dred dollars passed and, 

Mr. Smitho moved that tho inoomes 
derived from ro d or personal property 
ssseited under this aot be exempted. 



Exemption clause 16 exempts so much 
of the personal property of any porson as 
is equal to the just debts owed by him on 
account of such property, excopt such 
debts as urn secured by mortgage upon 
his real estate, or may bo unpaid on ac- 
count of the purchase money thorefor. 

Several hon. members said thoy did not 
know what interpretation to put on the 
clause. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys explained it. 

Mr. Beaven said that his explanation 
wan as clear as mud. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys — Well, you may 
think so. We are bound to find you a 
tax bill, but wo uro not obliged to find 
you brains to understand it. Nothing i» 
so stupid as stupidity. 

Mr. Mara suggested that tho Ontario 
Act be followed with rospoct to this mat- 
ter. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott- That will oxonorato 
tho money lender altogether. 

Mr. Fisher did not know that it was de- 
sirable to resort to Ontario in ovory case. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott— I have accepted an 
amendment by tho senior member for 
Cowichaa which will meet tho views of 
tho House. It includes real estate. 

Personal property under $300 wa s ex- 
empted; ministers aud their dwellings 
and lands attached thereto; and on motion 
of Mr. Smitho, medical men wero added 
to the exemption list; household effects 
were exempted; the salaries of Dominion 
ollicials wero not exempted ; moneys in- 
vested in gold mines were, and tho whole 
list passed as amonded. 

DISCItlPTION OF TAXES. 

The clause fixing tho real ostato tax at 
one third of oiio per cont. passed without 
opposition. 

Messrs. Smitho nnd Smith suggested 
that tho proposed tax of ono fifth of ono 
por cent, on incomes bo increased to V % 
of one per cent. 

The amendments wero ruled out of or- 
der. 

Hon. Mr Elliott said that rato leviod 
on lands in the vicinity of Victoria city 
wus already very heavy aud an ad valorem 
tax would greatly increase tho burden. 

The clause passed ns read and tho com- 
mittee rose anil asked leave to sit again. 

House adjourned till 11 o'clock on 
Monday.

Chicken Jelly.— Boil a pair of chick- 
ens until you can pull the meat from 
the bones; remove all the meat and 
allow the bones to boil half an hour 
longer; stand this in a cool place and 
it will bocome jellied; the next day 
cut tho meat into small pieces, melt 
tho jelly and throw it in; then add 
two tablespoonfuls of Worcestershire 
sauce, two of walnut-sauce, cloves, and 
allspice; slice ten hard-boiled eggs 
and two lemons, line a large bowl, or 
form., with these slices, then pour ia 
the mixture and let it stand in a cool 
place, (but not to freeze,) the water 
should just cover tho chickens when 
put to boil.
